TITHES 
WHAT ARE THEY FOR? 


As editor of the Whole Truth 
newspaper, I see a number of 
interesting letters daily and most 
reflect the concern saints have 
for the church. One such letter 
came to my attention the other 
day. It was from a saint whose 
sincere desire to _ provide 
ministry from the local church 
was being hampered by a debate 
over use of tithes. This saint’s 
name, location, sex and status 
are unimportant, as this person 
represents most clear thinking 
individuals. The question was 
one of tithe usage in the overall 
function of the local church. 


Simply stated, this saint asked 
me about the tithing system - 
whether there is a rule which 
governs the local church’s use of 
tithes? It seems that this saint’s 
pastor pays the required 10% of 
the National Tithing Program. I 
commend him for that. The 
remaining 90% is kept by him 
and used at his personal 
discretion. He also enjoys the 
proceeds from revivals, choir 
functions, Fifth Sunday 
activities, Friday night offerings 
and from First and Third 
Sunday’s offerings. Because the 
pastor is receiving all of this in 
addition to the tithes, the saint 
is concerned that the church is 
left struggling. Therefore, the 


have been built by loving and 
wise pastors and congregations. 


In essence, the real problem is 
how does one determine the 
credibility of the leadership. 
Make no mistake, the pastor is 
entitled to use the tithes. How 
much? That is a good question! 
To answer that allow me to use 
the presiding bishop’s practical - 
theological understanding of the 
National Tithing Program. His 
program is designed to stregthen 
the national church and, 
eventually, every facet of 
ministry. The following is how 
he states the use of tithes. 


The monies received from the 
COGIC Pastor’s tithe will help to 
finance (1) the expansion of 
missionary work, (2) the 
enhancement of the COGIC 
college program, (3) meeting the 
continued and_ spiralling 
expenses of building and 
maintenance, (4) National 
church and program 
administration, and (5) for other 
worthwhile national, regional, 
and local purposes. 


The above quote is an excellent 
statement in the use of tithes.

Bishop Frank Clemmons, pastor 
of the First Church of God in 
Christ located in Brooklyn, New 
York, celebrated his 90th 
birthday on Saturday, 
September 8, 1984.

TURKEY

I am an ordained minister in the 
North Carolina 2nd Jurisdiction 
of the Church of God in Christ, 
where my Jurisdictional Bishop 
is J. H. Sherman, Sr. As a 
member of this jurisdiction and 
as a pastor of the Light of 
Damascus Church of God in 
Christ, the Lord has richly 
blessed me by allowing me to 
serve him actively. 


I am a non-commissioned officer 
(NCO) in the United States Air 
Force, where I work as a 
supervisor in the Accounting and 
Finance Office. 


Months ago I received an 
assignment from the Air Force 
that ordered me to an 
unaccompanied fifteen (15) 
month tour to Ankara, Turkey. 
Even before I arrived in Turkey, 
I had been warned: 1. Turkey is 
a Muslim country. 2. In Turkey, 
Christianity is frowned upon. 3. 
In Turkey, gospel preaching is 
improbable if not impossible. 


My initial reaction to these 
warnings was, “Lord, what is 
going to happen to me? How can 
I serve You in THAT land?” 


Upon my arrival at Ankara, the 
warnings seemed to be founded 
and to be reinforced by my 
new-comers orientation 
briefings. Time and time again, I 


was reminded that I am “in a 
Muslim country” and ‘“‘no 
RELIGIOUS POSTULATING is * 
permitted.”’ 


Although I did not hear God 
calling me to martyrdom, I was a 
bit confused. Yes, I knew 
Romans 8:28 - ‘“‘And we know 
that all things work together for 
good to them that love God, to 
them who are the called 
according to his purpose.” Yet I 
reasoned, “I’ve been CALLED 
to preach, but what am I doing 
in Turkey?” My prayer became, 
“Lord, what wilt thou have me 
to do?” 


A few weeks later a sergeant 
approached me. “Are you a 
preacher?”’ he asked. I replied, 
“Yes.”? While conversing with 
Sergeant Jarrell, he told me that 
the base would celebrate “‘Black 
History” and the base wanted a 
GOSPEL SERVICE on Sunday. 
I was introduced to the base 
chaplains and I was asked to 
preach at the Gospel Service. I 
was overjoyed and I cried to 
God, “‘Thank You Jesus!” 


Days after that service and after 
God’s_ message, “I’M NOT 
TURNING BACK,” a young 
man told me, “I want to accept 
Jesus in my heart.’”’ As we 
prayed, God saved that precious 
soul, 


Since coming to Turkey, God 
has enabled me to teach and 
preach His gospel on and off the 


military installation. I was 
recently named the Full Gospel 
Services Coordinator and 


yes...now, I preach in the base 
chapel every Sunday afternoon. 


God is healing and saving in the 
country of Turkey.

When Adam disobeyed God in 
the Garden of Eden, his 
disobedience caused a _ breach 
between man and God. God sent 
Adam and Eve out of the 
Garden into the world where 
they knew suffering for the first 
time. You see, there was nothing 
but peace and happiness in the 
Garden. 


God sent his beloved son Jesus 
Christ who became the repairer 
of the breach. Jesus died on the 
cross for our sins. His death 
reconciled God and man, 
bringing man back into 
fellowship with God. Jesus’ 
death on the cross paved the 
way for man to have eternal life 
by accepting Christ (I John 
Oe a2): 


When a child accepts Christ as his 
personal Saviour (St. John 1:12) 
he is saying to the world that 
Christ died for his sins, was 
buried and rose again (I Cor. 
15:3-4). Salvation is the gift that 
is given to the child that believes 
(Eph, 2:8-9), 


Everlasting life is promised to 
the child who believes: ‘For 
God so loved the world that He 
gave His only begotten Son that 
WHOSOEVER (man, woman 
and child) believeth in him, 
should not PERISH but have 
everlasting life’’ (John 3:16). . 


The child who receives Christ is 
promised by the word of God 
that he will receive the Holy 
Ghost (Acts 2:39). When 
children are taught to receive 
Christ, it is no problem for them 
to receive the Holy Ghost. John, 
who baptized by water, told of 
one to come who was greater 
than he: Christ! Also, that Jesus 
Christ would baptize believers 
with the Holy Ghost and fire 
(Matt.

As teachers, our duty is to lift 
up Jesus to the children. Jesus 
said, if I be lifted up I will draw 
all men unto me (St. John 
12:32).

MISSIONARY MAGGIE L. 
MITCHELL 


Missionary Maggie L. Mitchell 
was born in Butler, Alabama. In 


1939, Missionary Maggie L. 
Mitchell received the baptism of 
the Holy Ghost, under the 
leadership of Elder Keal. 
Following this baptism, she was 
called to the missionary field, 
and moved to Cleveland, Ohio in 
1945. 


Missionary Maggie L. Mitchell 
was a member of Williams 
Temple Church of God in Christ 
for one year, then the Lord lead 
her to start a house to house 
prayer service; at that time there 
was not a Church of God in 
Christ on the Westside at all. 
Many were saved and filled with 
the Holy Ghost, through this 
prayer service in the home. 


The Lord afterwards revealed to 
Missy. Maggie L. Mitchell that 
He wanted her to build Him a 
house that He would take 
pleasure in it, and He would be 
glorified.

MASSIVE STARVATION 
IN ETHIOPIA 


We all have seen the photos of 
little children huddled together, 
while looking hopelessly about 
themselves for love, food and 
reassurance. In early October, 
the story of the massive 
starvation currently happening 
in Ethiopia resurfaced. The 
political and _ financial 
circumstances in this Biblical 
land have caused thousands to 
starve. The drought strickened 
countryside is home to countless 
people near death. If something 
is not done soon even greater 
starvation will occur. 


UN Secretary-General Javier 
Perez de Cuellar asked that 
international relief be increased 
because hundreds are dying daily 
from the starvation. In the 
northern Ethiopia the provinces 
of Tigre, Wallo and Eritrea the 
drought is devastating. Christian 
relief organizations estimate 
more than 1,000 people are 
dying from _ starvation each 
week. 


The problem is one that modern 
mankind thought was a thing of 
the past. This famine is all too 
much a part of the present. 
Think that nearly 10 million 
Ethiopians face starvation within 
six months is unnecessary and a 
sin. Support must be increased! 
The church relief groups are 
hard pressed to do more. The 
people must act. 


UN Secretary-General Perez de 
Cuellar commented, “the critical 
food shortage in Ethiopia and 
the ominous prospect that vast 
numbers may die require that 
the international community act 
quickly and in a coordinated 
manner.” 


U.S. officials in Washington, 
D.C., have committed nearly 
$44 million in emergency food 
relief. Saints, these are hard 
times everywhere. Should your 
local church, charity or Christian 
relief fund contact you, by all 
means give your support. This is 
an act of ministry; the rich man 
in the Bible refused Lazarus. He 
burned in hell for his lack of 
compassion. Let us show the real 
Christian spirit. 


HOW’S YOUR 


MENTAL 


HEALTH?

“Blessed are the meek,” said 
Jesus, ‘“‘for they shall inherit the 
earth” (Mt. 5:5). We often think 
that a meek person is someone 
who is mild and submissive. But 
the Biblical use of this word 
refers to an awareness of who we 
are in relation to God. A truly 
meek person knows that he is 
nothing but God is everything; a 
meek person is aware that his 
righteousness is worthless but 
God’s righteousness leaves no 
room for condemnation. And a 
meek person will have a healthy 
self-image. 


Many of the emotional problems 
that cripple Christians are rooted 
in a poor self-image. If you see 
yourself as inadequate, ugly, or 
weak, you don’t know who you 
are as a child of God. If you 
frequently tell yourself that you 
aren’t as good, as talented, as 
strong, as popular, or as 
influential as someone else, you 
don’t appreciate the work that 
God is doing in you. 


And if you have attitudes like 
these about yourself, your 
attitudes toward other people 
will reflect your discontent. You 
will show jealousy when you feel 
that others are better than you 
are. Fear and insecurity will 
emerge when you feel that your 
position, ministry, or goals are 
threatened by people stronger 
than you are. If you consider 
yourself helpless in the face of 
difficult circumstances, you will 
display anger and frustration. 
Your life will be full of tension 
and stress if you are constantly 
trying to prove your worth. 


When these attitudes are a part 
of your life, it will be hard for 
people to see Christ in you. And 
it will be almost impossible for 
you to enjoy the richness of life 
that God wants you to have. 


But here is the gospel, the good 
news of salvation: You can see 
yourself as God sees you when 
you are secure in Him. He knows 
all about your good points and 
bad, your potential and your 
problems--and He loves you 
anyway. You must learn to see 
yourself in that same way so 
that you can be free to rejoice in 
the Lord and free to share the 
gospel. 


Be truly meek! Know who you 
are, and let your new self-image 
be based in the Word of God. 
You were a sinner, but now you 
are saved by grace. This is the 
exciting miracle of salvation: old 
things are passed away, including 
that carnal and _ negative 
self-image. 


Perhaps you were told all your 
life that you were inadequate, 
worrisome, ugly, or worthless. 
But hear now the voice of the 
Lord as He gives you a new 
self-image in Him. You are 
capable, fully able to do 
everything that you need to do, 
as you abide in Christ (Phil. 
4:13). You are precious and 
delightful in the sight of the 
Lord; He is so happy when you 
are in His will that He sings 


songs about you (Zeph. 3:17). 
You are more and more 
beautiful, in every way, as you 
grow in meekness , for He has 
promised to beautify you with 
salvation (Psalm 149:4). And He 
has given you very special talents 
and gifts, so you are needed to 
do your part (I Cor. 12:12-18.) 


Ignore the devil when he tempts 
you to stray from an attitude of 
true meekness. You don’t have 
to prove anything to anyone; 
just be who you are in Christ, 
and He will exalt you in due 
season. You never need to feel 
inferior to someone else when 
you are doing all that God has 
told you to do. You can never 
afford pride in yourself, or 
boastfulness, because you know 
that all glory belongs to God. 
And your self-worth can never 
be based in what you have, but 
in who you are. 


Keep reminding yourself that 
you, as a saint of God, are a 
joint-heir with Jesus. You have 
access to everything that is in 
glory. Your heavenly Father 
loves you so much that He is 
eager to give you all that you 
need; stay meek---remember who 
you are, and who your Father 
is--and He will do what is best 
for you. 


The most important thing in this 
life is for you to maintain your 
relationship with God; don’t 
allow anything to come between 
you and Him. Then when you 
trust Him enough to learn to see 
yourself as He sees you, you will 
be happily meek.

serve under another great leader, 
the Reverend Isaac Morgan, 
administrative assistant to the 
eminent Bishop Ivor F. Rowe in 
Jamaica.

Bishop Rowe, with whom I serve

Considering our own presiding 
Bishop J. O. Patterson, who has 
the burden of every jurisdiction 
upon his shoulder; what a sad 
situation we would witness if 
our own presiding bishop would 
say, “because you are not of a 
particular jurisdiction, I refuse 
to acknowledge you or to have 
any dealings with you,” every 
one of us is a part of the 
“whole.” We have been taught 
“where there is unity, there is 
strength;” and ‘‘behold how 
good and how pleasant it is for 
brethren to dwell together in 
unity.”’ The apostle Paul said to 
the church at Corinth, “I have 
fed you with milk and not with 
meat; for hitherto ye were not 
able to bear it, neither yet now 
are ye able. For ye are yet 
carnal; whereas there is among

Gang recruiting, over-crowded 
classes and insufficient supplies 
are only a few of the many 
problems which parents of 
public school students must 
face. A viable option open to 
concerned Christian parents is to 
place their children in private 
institutions. 


Three schools dedicated to the 
ideology of Christian education 
are: St. Stephen’s Christian 
School, San Diego, Calif.; Childs 
Memorial Christian Academy, 
New York, New York and Faith 
Christian Academy, Evanston, 
Illinois. 


St. Stephen’s Christian School

PASTOR N. N. QUICK 


accommodates grades 
kindergarten through 12th, and 
is pastored by Dr. George D. 
McKinney. Dr. McKinney 
started the school five years ago 
On tui one: (of. the 
responsibilities or missions of 
the church, ‘to train up a child 
in the way he should go...’ The 
public school trains children to 
be humanists rather than 
Christians.”’ 


He defines a Christian education 
as the process of learning how to 
live according to God’s design as 
opposed to merely learning how 
to make a living. 


However, Rev. Norman Quick, 


BISHOP CARLIS L. MOODY 


who heads Childs Memorial 
Christian Academy, describes a 
good Christian education as ‘“‘a 
well-rounded academic and 
physical program with due 
notice taken of the Divine 
presence in the history of the 
world.” 


Childs Memorial teaches grades 
kindergarten through 6th. This 
school was started, said Rev. 
Quick, “‘because it was needed as 
an alternative to public school 
which have constantly 
deteriorated.” 


Bishop Carlis Moody started 
Faith Christian Academy in

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you envying, and strife, and 
divisions, are ye not carnal and 
walk as men? For while one 
saith, I am of Paul; and another, 
I am of Apollos; are ye not 
carnal? Who then is Paul, and 
who is Apollos, but ministers by 
whom ye believed, even as the 
Lord gave to every man; I have 
planted, Apollos watered, but 
God gave the increase, Now he 
that planteth and he _ that 
watereth are one; and every man 
shall receive his own reward 
according to his own labour. For 
we are labourers together with 
God; ye are God’s building, ye 
are God’s husbandry.” 


The Jews were descendants of 
Judah. In distinction from the 
ten tribes, the Israelites formed 
by far the large portion of the 
remnant of the covenant people. 
Paul was appropriately called a 
Hebrew, and still later the terms 
Hebrew and Jews were applied 
with little distinction. The 
Samaritans were _ colonists 
brought in by king Assyria in 
place of the departed Israelites. 
Their schism, headed by 
Jeroboam was not religious, but 
political and his objective was to 
separate Israel, not from God, 
but from Jerusalem. But 
separate from ‘“‘Jerusalem,’’ and 
you automatically separate from 
God, because it is the “holy 
city.” The first discord between 
Jews and Samaritans was 
launched, because the charge of 
a right to build belonged to 
others and Samaritans had no 


part in it. The Samaritans wished 
to join with the Jews, but were 
called adversaries. The relation 
between Jew and Samaritan was 
one of hostility. The Jews repaid 
hate with hate, social and 
commercial relations, though 
not stopped, were reduced to 
the lowest possible figure. 
Samaritans were literally cursed 
in their synagogues. From this 
lineage came Sanballat of 
Nehemiah’s day, whose spirit is 
yet at work in our present age. 


Jurisdictionitis, reacts as the 
Samaritans and Jews reacted 
with one another, the woman at 
the well stated, “‘for the Jews 
have no dealings with the 
Samaritans.” Jesus said, “‘if thou 
knewest the gift of God, and 
who it is that saith to thee, give 
me to drink; thou wouldest have 
asked of him, and he would have 
given thee living water.” Jesus’ 
dialogue with the woman 
continues with, ‘““woman believe 
me, the hour cometh when ye 
shall neither worship in this 
mountain, nor _ yet in 
Jerusalem, the Father. Ye 
worship ye know not what.” We 
know what we worship, for 
salvation is of the Jews. But the 
hour cometh and now is, when 
the true worshippers shall 
worship the Father in spirit and 
truth; for the Gather seeketh 
such to worship Him.” God is a 
spirit; and they that worship 
Him must worship Him in spirit 
and in truth. 


CHRISTIAN EDUCATION: 
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1980 for similar reasons. He felt 
that there was a spiritual vacuum 
in the public school system. He 
adds, ‘‘with proper teaching staff 
and education, we (Christians) 
could give an alternative 
education which would be 
complete.” 


AS THE FIRST TEACHERS, 
PARENTS SHOULD HELP 
CHILDREN DEVELOP SELF 
CONTROL. 


Consequently, all three pastors 
whole-heartedly agree that 
Christian parents should send 
their children to a Christian 
school instead of a public school 
whenever possible. A_ strong 
Christian education is especially 
important in the younger school 
years, contends Bishop Moody, 
because these are the years of 
formation of character. 


Dr. McKinney feels that if a 
Christian school is unavailable, 
then the saints should build one. 
“But if this cannot be achieved, 
Christian parents should work 
with their children to counteract 
the humanistic influence of 
public school’, advises Dr. 
McKinney. 


Since God merely lends a child 
to his parents for a while, Rev. 
Quick says that saints play a 
vital role in the education of 
their children. It is his belief that 
parents should be continually 
present in the school to help 
maintain high academic and 
Spiritual standards. Dr. 
McKinney thinks that parents 
should live a Christian life in the 


home. He explains, ‘‘As the first 
teachers, parents should help 
children develop self control and 
respect for Christian teachers as 
extensions of the _ parents. 
Finally, parents should spend 
some time working with their 
children.” 


Christian parents, urges Bishop 
Moody, should encourage their 
child’s prayer life, Bible study, 
academic achievements and 
parents should cooperate fully 
with each teacher. This is 
because a teacher can affect the 
student’s concept of eternity. He 
further explains that as the 
teacher relates to a student, that 
teacher has the ability to bring 
the child into a_ relationship 
with Jesus ahd help the child in 
his or her Christian walk. But if 
a teacher is not a Christian, she 
cannot rightly relate Christian 
principles to the student and 
would not be able to help the 
child mature in Christ. 


Moreover, each of the three 
Christian schools surveyed view 
discipline as an important factor. 
At Childs Memorial, discipline 
plays a large part in teaching 
children because Rev. Quick 
feels that very little progress can 
be made without proper 
emphasis on _ discipline. St. 
Stephens’ headmaster agrees that 
there can be no learning without 
discipline, including corporal 
punishment. But Faith Christian 
Academy does not necessarily 
agree with corporal punishment 
although discipline, exerting 
control over student behavior, is 
viewed to be _ absolutely 
necessary. 
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On a more personal note, 
Pastor McKinney believes that 
there should be no prohibition 
against voluntary prayer in 
public schools because prayer is 
a positive influence on one’s 
conduct. He thinks that the most 
important goal of a good 
education is teaching how to 
live, followed by academic 
excellence and, third, preparing 
the student for college. He views 
that role of higher education in a 
Christian’s life as learning how 
to live and pursuing ‘higher 
education as far as God permits 
him. The knowledge of truth 
sets man free. God’s desire is 
that man be set free to serve 
Him. An increase in knowledge 
and skills should mean an 
increase in responsibility for 
righteous service to God and 
man.” 


CHRISTIAN’ PARENTS 
SHOULD WORK WITH THEIR 
CHILDREN....... 


Bishop Moody states that higher 
education in the Christian’s life 
is a necessity if he or she is going 
to be actively involved in the 
world’s activities. And if 
Christians are to set an example 
for the world, they should be as 
learned as possible. He also 
believes that prayer should be 
reinstated in public schools and 


ever more so in the home 
because ‘‘wherever there is 
concerted prayer, there is a 


positive effect.” 


At Faith Christian, pastor 
Moody has made _ academic 
excellence and_ spiritual 


development the most important 
goal. The second most important 
goai being, preparing students for 
a Christian college and _ third, 


preparing students for any 
college. 
Rev. Quick concurs that 


academic excellence should be 
the most important goal of a 
Christian education. He ranked 
occupational preparation for any 
college third. But he is opposed 
to the reinstitution of prayer in 
the public schools. “I think most 
Americans believe prayer in 
school is unconstitutional,” said 
Rev. Quick. 


Thus, these three academic 
leaders know that a Christian 
education yields strong spiritual 
minds. Learning to adjust to the 
Christian walk in an everyday 
atmosphere, such as in school, 
can be a valuable asset during 
early child development. Rev. 
Quick sees the opening of a 
Christian school as a “fine 
opportunity to serve and well 
worth the required effort.” 


Advice that Bishop Moody 
would give to another pastor 
who is prayerfully considering 
opening a Christian school is: 


1. Start at grades K—3 and build 
as the Lord provides staff. 


2. Determine whether teachers 
must be Christian or not. 


3. Set practical guides for staff 
and students. 


Dr. McKinney’s advise to other 
ministers is: 


1. Consult a pastor who is an 
administrator of a successful 


Christian school. 


2. See the school in operation 


and understand the Biblical basis 
for it. 


3. Teach your congregation why 
a Christian school should be 
built. 


4, Count up the cost. 
5. Proceed as God directs. 


All in all, Christian schools are a 
definite advantage in the 
Christian community because 
children are the hope of the 
future and ‘“‘a child saved is a 
soul saved plus a life.” 


PASTOR 
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been important to Elder 
McNeely, and he credits his 
mother for much of his ability. 
She had a profound influence 
upon him. 


Elder McNeely is a carpenter by 
trade. Though his father was a 
carpenter, Elder McNeely 
reflects that his skills were 
“self-taught.” His dad did not 
take him under his wing and 
teach him the business. He 
struggled alone and 
accomplished the necessary skills 
to become a professional in the 
building trades. 


When asked about his religious 
upbringing, one is surprised to 
hear Elder McNeely’s reply. He 
states, “I was no wise religious.” 
He was raised Methodist, but 
very little took root. His 
religious life has been a sojourn 
with holiness. He states that his 
conversion actually started two 
years before he was saved. He 
said that he had a dream and saw 
a giant angel with wings so large 
that they touched the ground. 
Something about this dream 
haunted him until he gave his 
life to Christ. 


Elder McNeely met his first wife, 
Allie, in Galveston, Texas. God 
blessed them to be married sixty 
years. Allie passed away in 1973. 
Still full of life and very active in 
ministry, Elder McNeely married 
Missionary Minnie Perry. God 
has beautifully blessed them in 
their marriage. Mother Minnie 
McNeely is a seasoned saint and 
a worker for Jesus. 


The pastorate of E. A. McNeely 
has been long and successful. His 
first pastorate was in Michigan 
City, Indiana. He pastored there 
for twelve years before going to 
South Bend, Indiana in 1934. He 
is presently pastoring the Church 
of God in Christ Temple and is 
in his 51st year. The Temple is 
the ‘mother church’ of the 
South Bend area. From E. A. 
McNeely’s ministry has sprung 
many of the fine ministries 
currently in that area. 


This is a special man of God! 
The whole Church should take 
time to reflect over this life. His 
life is symbolic of God’s 
goodness to His saints. To Elder 
E. A. McNeely, we lift up the 
scripture found in Psalm 92:14.

way). So, whereas we ARE 
suggesting that Rev. Jackson’s 
creative expression was NOT 
completely new IN 
SUBSTANCE, we are NOT 
suggesting the WAY Rev. 
Jackson used this common truth 
in politics was NOT new. 


In fact, I should confess that I 
found Rev. Jackson’s use of this 
theme in the democratic 
presidential primaries QUITE 
REFRESHING AND 
INSPIRING. And, I found it 
STILL INSPIRING at the 
democratic national convention. 
Possibly, such exhilaration in me 
might be due to the PREACHER 
in me. But, Ido NOT expect for 
such RELIGIOUS THEME to be 
ringing in ALL _ political 
campaigns in the future, since 
most politicians will NOT be 
preachers. And, I should at least 
confess that I got a LIFT out of 
Rev. Jackson using that theme in 
the primaries and at the national 
convention. 


But, however, I did NOT choose 
the theme merely to expose my 
exhilaration in hearing it 
resounding in the democratic 
presidential primaries and at 
their national convention. My 
basic concern was to indicate the 
similarity of that theme to what 
JESUS CHRIST proclaimed ages 
ago and to indicate that this 
theme could be applied to 
AREAS OTHER THAN the 
democratic presidential 
primaries of 1984. 


For instance, this theme could 
even be applied to ANOTHER 
area of POLITICS in terms of 
the POLITICALLY ELECTED 
coming to the END of his/her 
term of election. Because it 
would indeed be tragic, if he/she 
served the full term but would 
NOT do some things in a 
CHANGED and DIFFERENT 
way in the next term if 
reelected. Granted that the 
FORMER WAYS were good 
enough to get him/her reelected 
to a second term, But, because 
one has been reelected to the 
SAME OFFICE does NOT mean 
that the former ways will serve 
well in the second term. Because 
SOME things were done in the 
first term as a TRY OUT, since 
there was nothing else to go by. 
SOME things might have been 
done a_ certain way with 
satisfactory results, but with a 
determination NEVER to do it 
that way again. SOME of the 
subordinates might have been 
misused or abused in doing a 
certain thing, which the elected 
official DARE NOT DO AGAIN 
unless he/she does NOT prize 
loyal subordinates. Thus, with a 
VARIETY of reasons for doing 
things certain ways in the FIRST 
TERM does NOT rule out the 
decision to do SIMILAR things 
in DIFFERENT ways in the 
SECOND TERM. 


In fact, one should recognize 
that he/she has SINNED 


MIGHTILY in some respect or in 
some area in the first term. And, 


even though we certainly 
MIGHT NOT have sinned against

Because 
such conclusion COULD be the 
HEIGHT of political sin. In fact, 
such erroneous thinking about 
even the smallest political sin 
could lead to trying to ESCAPE 
CONTINUOUSLY from ALL of 
our past, political sins. Because 
once one starts DUCKING one’s 
past in terms of one’s

SMALLEST sins, one will more 
than likely CATCH CABS when 
confronted with one’s LARGER 
sins. Because FEAR of SMALL 
realities tends to make one 
SCARED TO DEATH of 
LARGER realities. 


And, in addition to that, the 
PUTTING OFF of standing up 
to SMALL realities tends to give 
them TIME to grow up into 
LARGER realities. And, 
eventually, there will be NO 
MORE small realities, since they 
will have GROWN UP on us. 
Thus, it would appear that the 
1dr e as. “Ont FaCaH AGNEGUE 
(REPENTANCE) and 
ANOTHER WAY (the 
KINGDOM OF GOD) as a 
FIRST OPTION would be the 
RIGHT ADVICE in this other 
political context as well. 


POSSIBLY, the reason why I 
chose to apply the idea of 
CHANGE (REPENTANCE) and 
ANOTHER WAY (the 
KINGDOM OF GOD) to 
ANOTHER AREA OF 
POLITICS was because I really 
wanted to include this idea 
about Rev. Jesse Jackson 
INCARNATING this same 
theme during the democratic 
national convention when he 
spoke. Because Rev. Jackson 
KNEW that the END of his 
competition for the presidential 
candidacy was at hand when he 
spoke. And, Rev. Jackson 
“ALMOST” apologized to those 
who MISUNDERSTOOD him 
during the presidential primaries. 


Now, I said ‘‘ALMOST” 
apologized because I do NOT 
think that Rev. Jesse Jackson 
had done them WRONG. And, I 
said ‘‘ALMOST” apologized 
because a GENUINE APOLOGY 
MUST be in a DECLARATIVE 
STATEMENT, such as: “I 
apologize for such and such 
WRONG.” But, Rev. Jackson 
spoke through CONDITIONAL 


SENTENCES, such as: “IF I did 
such and such things, THEN 
credit it to my HEAD and NOT 
my HEART. Because God ain’t 
through with me yet.” 


On the ONE hand, I was GLAD 
that those who THINK that they 
were due an apology got that 
bit. And, on the OTHER hand, I 
was ALSO GLAD that Rev. 
Jackson did NOT apologize, 
since he had done _ nothing 
WRONG. But, even though Rev. 
Jackson did NOT use the words, 
Change and Another Way, the 
ideas were grasped in that 
“ALMOST” apology. 


Again, for instance, this theme 
can also be applied the area of 
WORSHIP in terms of the 
meaningfulness of the music in 
our worship experience. Because 
it would indeed be REALLY 
TRAGIC if we went to the 
Lord’s House EVERY LORD’S 
DAY and did NOT change to 
some extent and BEGIN to 
operate in some new ways under 
God, RELIGIOUSLY. Because 
our RELIGIOUS NEEDS 
probably have FIRST 


PRIORITY in fulfilling human 


needs. 


For example, in our worship 
experience we often have 
HYMNALS from which we sing 
a VARIETY of songs. And, even 
if we do NOT have hymnals, we 
still sing a VARIETY of religious 
songs in our worship experience. 
Because singing songs is PART 
AND PARCEL of our worship 
experience. Thus, it is QUITE 
COMMON to hear a VARIETY 
of songs coming from a 
VARIETY of kinds of LORD’S 
HOUSES (Jewish, Muslim, 
Christian)-SOME from 
HYMANLS and SOME from 
MEMORY, SOME with the help 
of PIANO/ORGAN MUSIC and 
SOME done by VOICE ALONG 
(ACAPELLA), etcetera. 
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
